2. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Okano. 

Okano teach an image forming apparatus having an exposure device 120 and 
a replaceable process cartridge 100 comprising a photosensitive drum 1, developing 
means 6, cleaning means 5, and charging roller 2. A counting means 2 1 will 
calculate the use amount of the process cartridge. The process cartridge will have a 
storage memory 60 for storing a use amount X of the cartridge and an initial 
sensitivity Y of the photosensitive drum. The exposure condition of the 
photosensitive drum will be changed when a specific threshold is reached in 
accordance with the use amount X and taking into account the initial sensitivity Y 
of the drum. 
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3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Richards et aL> Onimura et al., Matsuzaka et aL, Tatsuya (EPA), Ogasawara 
(JP), Tsuchiya (JP '343), and Tsuchiya (JP 758) all teach detachable process 
cartridges with memory devices for storing data regarding image forming 
characteristics.
